Most of the time 
Dodd and his chief attorney, 
John Sonnett, were present 
Afterwards Sens. John Sten- 
his (D-Miss.), and Wallace F. 
Bennett (R-Utah) the chair- 
nian and vice dhalnhan issued 
a statement saying Sonnett 
presented arguments includ- 
ing “a -contention that the 
Committee does not have jur- 
isdiction over the finandal ac- 
tivities of Sen. Dodd . . . The 
Committee subsequently de- 
cided . . . that it had jursidic- 
tioh over the financial af- 
fairs.” 

The Committee said these ‘ 
financial matters include the 
receipt and use by Dodd of 
campaign funds that were 
raised between 1961 and 1965. 

The Commtitee said also its 
Inquiry covers payment by the 
Senate of travel exptnses to 
Dodd and "the propriety of 
Sen. Dodd’s acceptance and 
use of automobiles loaned by 
a Connecticut contractor.”
